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‘This is the biggest thing that has happened 
in Chicago since the World's Fair.

Park Board’s Petition.. 

The park board's petition was signed by 
Joseph Donnersberger as well as by Mr. 
Payne and Mr. Hutchinson. In part it is 
as follows: 

The question as to the forty-two actes ot 
made land now occupied by the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad: company, now subject to uti- 
gation on the part of the state, is net affected 
by our contract. That litigation is pending 
and its decision is not yet concluded. 

The gentlemen state that for a distance 
of about two miles the enlarged right of way 
will be 660 feet wide. This statement is mis- 
leading. For a distance of eight blocks be- 
tween Sixteenth street and Twenty-fifth 
street—considerably less than one mile—an 

additional width of 460 feet is granted by this 

contract. Aside from this a strip not more 
than 200 feet wide is granted south of Twen- 
ty-sixth street to Fifty-first street. 

It is true that Mr. Donnersberger values 
the land to be acquired under this contract 
at or near Park row at $3,500,000. It also is 
true that he did value the riparian rights for 
the Walker estate between Twenty-second 
street and Twenty-fifth street at $20 a lineal 
foot several years ago, but in attempting to 
purchase these riparian rights from the 
Walker estate the park commissioners found 
the trustees of the estate held these riparian 
rights at $100 a foot, or $220,000. 


Acquires Riparian Rights. 

By this contract the south park commis- 
sioners acquire 92 per cent of the riparian 
rights between Park row and Fifty-first 
street, amounting to more than 21,000 lineal 
feet. If based upon the value set by the 
trustees of the Walker estate they would be 
worth $2,100,000. There is no ground for 
believing, as the committee states, that the 
riparian rights of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company could be acquired Onder con- 
demnation for $430,000. 

“The valuation placed by the gentlemen 
upon the submerged land to be acquired by 
the Illinois Central railroad company under 
this contract is excessive. They evidently 
have based the value of the land to be ac- 
quired throughout the entire length at the 
price set by, Mr. Donnersberger for the land 
at Twelfth street. In fact, the value of the 
land from Sixteenth street to Fifty-first 
street would not average more than §1 a 
square foot, which is only one-third of the 

valuation placed upon it by the gentlemen. 

“The Illinois Central railroad company 
will acquire 108 acres of additional sub- 
merged lands instead of 12 acres, as the 

' eommittee states. We value this 108 acres of 
land at $4,700,000. To this we will add the 
value placed by the gentlemen upon the 
20,000 square feet acquired by the vacation of 
streets and alleys of $200,000, making a total 
value of land to be acquired by the Ilinois 
Central railroad company of $4,900,000. 


I. C. Must Pay Filling. 

“It must be borne in mind, however, that 
this submerged land must be filled by the 
Illinois Central Rail company at itsown 
expense. The south/park commissioneré will . 
receive land val ued at $8,500,000 and over 
21,000 lineal feet of riparian rights, which 
enables them to acquire and improve for 
park purposes, according to the present plan, 
about 1,550 acres. If we should figure the 
value of this land at the price assumed by 
the gentlemen in making the valuations pre- 
sented to the committee it would. be worth 
to the city of Chicago over $186,000,000, which, 
on tne face of it, is absurd. 

There are other valuable dect tie 
granted to the south park commissioners by 
this contract, such as the right to extend all 
streets north of Twelfth street, for their full 
width across the present right of way of the 
railroad in Grant park and to cover 100 feet | 
of the present right of way for its entire 
length fröm Park row to Monroe street 

By this contract the city is enabled to 
carry out its plan for establishing harbor | 


district No. 3 without any expense to the 


city for. riparian rights.” 


H. A. Wheeler Also for the Plan.

KENYON OUT FOR CUMMINS. 


Senator, Praising Colleague, Tells 
Trust’s Fight Upon President. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[{Special.}— 
Encouraged by the result of the Republican 
district convention at Coalgate, Okla., the 
administratian is preparing to combat with 
all its strength the Roosevelt movement in 
other parts of the country. 

The declaration of Gov. Hadley of Mis- 
sourl for the former president has been an- 
swered by the dispatch of Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor Nagel to Kansas City and 
St. Louis for the purpose of crystallizing the 
Taft sentiment and securing the indorsement 
of the chief executive by the Republican 
state committee, which will meet the latter 
part of this week. 

It is probable Taft headquarters will be 
established here within a few weeks, and it 
is the gossip in Washington that Frank H. 
Hitchcock will resign the portfolio of post- 
master general to accept the directorship of 
these headquarters. Such action was urged 
today upon the president, following a con- 
ference at the capitol between Senators 
Crane of Massachusetts, Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania, and Smoot of Utah. 


Kenyon Gives Taft Boost. 

Following his conference with the presi- 
dent at the White House on Monday, and 
with Senator Cummins at the capitol, Sen- 
ator Kenyon of Iowa issued a statement to- 
day which is in the nature of a boost for 
Mr. Taft, while announcing an intention 
cordially ta support the presidential candi- 
@acy of Mr. Cummins. Mr, Kenyon is the 
‘first man of public prominence to make the 
charge in a. formal statement that George 
W. Perkins and other men connected with 
the trusts of the country are attempting to 
destroy Mr. Taft because of his indorse- 
ment of the anti-trust law. 

Up to date, six Republican governors have 
announced themselves for candidates other 
than the president—Hadley of Missouri, 
Glasscock of West Virginia, Osborn of Mich- 
igan, and Stubbs of Kansas, who have an- 
nounced Theodore Roosevelt as their prefer- 
ence, and Johnson of California and Aldrich 
of Nebraska, who are for La Follette. 


Nagel Comment on Hadley. 

Before leaving tonight for Kansas City, 
where he will address the Missouri Repub- 
lican Editorial association, Sacretary Nagel 
commented as follows upon the Hadley state- 
ment: 

fFvery man has a right to his own opinion. 
but I believe the course of Gov. Hadley does 
not mean an anti-Taft delegation from Mis- 
souri. The friends of the president will not 
only control the state convention, but the 
four delegates at large will be instructed to 
support him, and he also will be backed by

by whom I may hereafter be employed, or who 
may Owe me money for any consideration what- 
geoever, up to and including the last day of any 
month’; and I hereby authorize and direct the 
party or parties named above, or any of them. 
to pay the said demand and claim and all thereof 
to the said Bernhard’s, their heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, or assigns.”

‘Care of Fern. 


. E. B.“ omits to name the fern he is wor- 
ried about, ‘Presumably it is the ordinary lad- 
der fern, sword fern, Boston fern, or, to call it 
by its right name, Exaltata Bostoniensis; per- 
haps a ‘sport’ of this variety, the feathery 
Whitmani. Mowever, if it is a fern purchased 
from a store,.the trouble is probably with the 
soil, for, wittingly or otherwise, store ferns are 
never potted properly. The drainage is bad, the 
soil seldom has the necessary sand in it, and its 
nourishing properties are soon exhausted. Clip 
off all the dead portions of your fe turn it 
¢arefully out of the pot; wash the pot thorough- 
ly; prepare a compost of one-third clean, fine 
sand-and two-thirds good leaf mold. Cléar away 
as much of the old soil from the plants as will 
leave the roots fairly undisturbed, looking for 
angle worms as you do so. Florists are fond of 
potting up angle worms. Then drain well the 
clean pot with small stones and bits of broken 
Ware; next place a piece of turf, moss, or a few 
dead leaves; now put in your plant and fill up 
with the fresh compost. Press down firmly and 
water well at first. Never let your plants stand

Economical Housekeeping 
I The Egg Yolk. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

T 15 asproblem which some housekeepers are 
always a little unready to solve—how to 
make the best use of left over egg yolks, 
after making cake, a frosting, or a mer- 


ingue. It is throwing away food at 40 
or more cents a pound nowadays to throw 


them away, and they do not keep well. 


The egg yolk is quite different in composition 
from the white. It contains fat and for this 
reason is hard for some people to digest, But 
it is on the whole a good way to get your sul- 
phur— did you ever take sulphur in molasses 
in spring time for your blood?—and if you hap- 
pen to be a Jack Sprat with his wife in rela- 
tion to this subjeet, you can eat the yolks while 
she eats the whites, or turn about, 

The egg white is pure albumen, a muscle 
builder, and so is not only the daintiest but 
the most upbuilding food for the sick. 

If an egg white or whites: is left over when 
the business has been to make this salad dress- 
ing there are very delightful and easy ways 
for utilizing this, and those which give great 
satisfaction. Perhaps the kiss is one of the 
easiest. This requires no rolling, Kneading, 
or cutting, and bakes in from ten to twelve 
minutes. The proportions are: To the white 
of one egg use one-fourth cup of sugar, one- 
half eup of chopped nuts, shredded cocoanut, 
fruit or rolled oats with a few drops of flavor- 
ing. The fruit whips, baked in one large dish 
or in individual molds, are always pleasant 
means of utilizing egg whites.

After making company dishes, such as lob- 

ster Newberg, in the chafing dish we will have 


the whites instead of the yolks left, but in 


most cooking the yolk is what is left on our 
hands. 

Mock Brains—Beat egg yolks very light, add 
one teaspoon of water to two yolks, or milk if 
preferred, season with pepper and salt and 
scramble in butter. 

Egg Yolk Fish Sauce—Beat two yolks of eggs 
with a tablespoon of flour, add a half cup or 
a little more of milk and stir until the com- 
pound comes to a boil, then add a tablespoon of 
butter, two tablespoons ofivinegar, season with 
salt and pepper to taste, and smooth a half 
teaspoon, ground mustard in water and add. 

Egg Yolk Custard or Mock Lemon Pie—Stir 
into the yolks of six eggs which have not 
been beaten, one cup of brown sugar, one-half 
cup of good, rich buttermilk, and one table- 
spoon of butter melted. Bake with one crust, 

Custard Pudding—With or without the egg 
white. One pint of milk, yolks of two eggs, 
one-fourth cup or a little more of sugar. Bake 
and then spread the top with a layer of pre- 
served fruit, strawberry or whatever one 
chooses, Serve thus or make a meringue of 
the whites of the eggs and two ‘tablespoons of 
powdered sugar. Harden in oven and serve 
either hot or cold. 

Poor Man's Cake—Yolk of one egg, one-fourth 
cake of chocolate shaved fine, one-half cup of 
cold water. Place this mixture over boiling 
teakettle and stir ‘until it thickens, To one 
cup of sugar, one tablespoon of butter, one-haif 
cup of boiling water, oe level teaspoon of soda 
dissolved in a little it, one and one-half 
cups of flour. put together, add the chocolate 
mixture, flavor to taste. Bake in two layers 
and put together with a white filling.

EFFECTS OF WIND ON VENTILATION. 
| OUSES are most ventilated and 

most uncomfortable on winde 

days. When the wind is blowing 

thirty miles an hour it is exert- 
: ing 7 pressure of 4.5 pounds a 
square foot. In consequence every crack 
on the wind side of the building takes in 
cold air at a high velocity. This air 
blows out the dirty, foul air and simulta- 
neously it ‘blaws out the heat. On a still 
day the windows and walls warm the air 
next them, but on a windy day the 
warmth is blown away and cold air takes 
its place. It is for this reason that 
rooms cannot satisfactorily be heated on 
windy. days. 


—— 

Winds affect ventilation so much that 
no plan will work that is not adapted for 
changes in wind force and direction. 
When the air of a room is 68° and tite 
outside air is 28°, the difference in tem- 
perature will pull air into the room with 
some force, but it is inconsiderable as 
8 with the force of a thirty mile 
wind, 

It is for this reason open windows on 
the lee side of the building will act as 
outlets. onga windy day—the outside area 
is one of low pressure. An ordinary ven- 
tilating fan. delivers air with sufficient 
force to overcome wind pressute under 
ordinary ‘ circumstances, but even using 
them outlets will sometimes act as inlets. 
All in all, on windy. days houses take in 
a great deal of cold air on their wind side 
and but little on their lee side, and even 
heating and airing requires careful plan- 
ning. 

In the ‘Chicago . where during 
January, February, and March cold, windy 
days are not infrequent, for the ventila- 
tion of buildings oceupied by peop! 
more than 10 per cent of their floor ca- 
pacity, certain requirements are necessary. 

Storm windows Should be in use, but 
they must be so arranged that at least 
once during the twenty-four hours the 
rooms can be blown out. 

2. Windows must be stripped so as to 
"aah leakage. 

3. Radiation must be so situated that 
window. leaked. air may de promptly 
warmed. 

4. Air intakes must discharge fresh air 
through the radiation. 

5. Fans must be used, else on windy 
days half the intakes will work as outlets. 

6. The fans must be adjustable to the 
force and direction of the wind.

SLEEPING ROOM REGULATION: 


R. M. B. writes: “ Will’ vou please 
advise the proper method of. venti- 
lating a furnace heated sleeping room 
occupied by two adults and a six months old 
baby. As the baby sleeps alone in his crib 
We are anxious to know if it would be in- 
jurious to him it the temperature got down 
to 40 degrees.” 

REPLY. : 

Furnace heat delivers air in the room at a 
temperature of 118 to 190 degrees. When the win- 
dows are thrown open the hot air goes straight 
out without heating very much. Fasten a twelve 
to. eighteen inch board across the bottom of the 
windows so as to deflect the incoming air upward. 
Raise your window abent to two feet from 
the bottom. Leave the top In this way you 
should succeed in keeping the temperature at 
50 to 56 degrees. Forty degrees is too cold for 
the baby. te

“In view of the 
growing sentiment for consolidation of the 
bark governments, the bureau submits that 
the action of the south park commissioners 
in erecting so costly a structure, not centrally 
iccate and not well adapted to other pur- 
poses, Was ill advised. The bureau suggests 
that no more buildings of this character be 
erected by any of the park boards.“ 

Tue park board is commended for providing 
its cwn insurance, but the fire protection is 
ceclaicd to be extremely poor: about 25 per 
cent of what is should be. The bureau rec- 
ommends that the west and Lincoln park 
boarcs maintain & reserve fund smaller than 
the touth park | oard now carries. with un- 


derwriters’ policies on the large’ park values. | 


Sees “Politics” in West Parks. 

The bureau scores the “ political manage- 
ment of the west park system. which 8 
declared to have extended over several ad- 
ministrations. The report states that sev- 
eral years ago there was a complete reversal 
of policy under the presidency of B. A. Eck- 
hart and the superintendency of Jens Jen- 
sen. These two men are given credit for 
having effected revolutionary changes in 
park management and wrought great im- 
provements. 

“ Following the retirement of Mr. Eckhart 
and Mr. Jensen, there has been a retrogres- 
sion,” the report continues. The domi- 
nating control at present is political. The 
actual . directing. head is not the ‘superin- 
tendent, but the secretary, who is primarily 
a politician. The note of political control 
is more pronounced in the west park system 
tha in the south or the Lincoln park sys- 
tem. The commissioner and secretary have 
sought to avoid the scandals that character- 
ized. some former administrations, and ap- 
parently they are trying to do as well ag they 
can without eliminating political con- 
siderations in park m ent. They are 
striving to meet the needs of the district 
for additional park and playground facili- 
ties, in which they are hampered because 
the revenues are not ee with 
the needs. 


Instances of Waste Cited. 

‘Instances of inefficiency, unbusinesslike 
methods, and waste on a small scale, as the 
result of politics, are quoted. 

“In April, 1911, employés of the west 
park board were used for several days to do 
work about a political club house of which 
the attorney of the board ts president.“ the 
report declares. “They were ‘engaged in 
sodding the lawn and in trimming and 5 
ing trees. The sod was brought, to the 
house in @ west park wagon. , 


Bureau investigators observed the park 
beard's attorney directing the work of the 
perk employés on the clubhouse grounds.” 

The west park board peys {ts counsel, 
Charles B. Pavlicek. $3.000 a year; his assist- 
„ $1,200; and em- 
ploys a special counsel when the occasion ro- 
quires. The south and Lincoln park boards 
manage to get along with one attorney each. 

Without advertising or public bids of any 
sort, Joseph P. Kinsella, member of the IIli- 
nois legislature and brother-in-law of the 
Republican committeeman for the Sixteenth 
ward, for several years has been granted 
valuable concessions in Humboldt park 

For good measure the park board has given 
Kinsella and his family living quarters with 
light and heat in the park building. 


‘The west park board has a greater num- ö 
der of men to take care of its seventy-ene 


horses than the south park board finds neces 
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sary to care tor 115 horses and the Lincoln 
park board for eighty-five horses. The forage 
cost per horse in the west park system for 
1910 was $40 per horse higher than in the 
other two systems. The average price paid 
for horses in 1010 was $310 by the west park 
board, $273 by the Lincoln park board, and 
$269 by the south park board. The horses 
are of about the same kind. 

The comparisons of labor cost per square 
yard of pavement laid by the different park 
boards show the highest cost and lowest 
efficiency in the west park system,” the re- 
Port. states. Following are the tigures: 
West park, 11.08 cents a square yard; Lin- 
coln park, Joer cents; south park. 8.6 
cents 

Perhaps the most remarkable instance ot 
extravagance set forth in the report is in- 
cluded in the story of automobiles used by 
the park commissions. Automobiles owned 
by the three commissions at the close of 
the fiscal year 1910 represented an original in- 
vestment of $50,710. 

The expense of maintaining ana operating 
the park automobiles for the last five years, 


including an allowance for depreciation, was 


as follows:

The administration of the Lincoln park 
system has been conservative, careful, and 
in the main creditable,” the report continues. 
The Lincoln park extensién work has been 
well conducted. The new bathing beach 
at the north end of Lincoln park has been 
much appreciated by the public. While this 
board has not been so aggressively brilliant 
as the south park board has been in certain 
respects, neither has it pursued a course 
to justify the criticisms that may be directed 
against either the south park system or 
the west park system.“

CANDY FOR YOUNGSTERS.

Manufacturing company yesterday decided 
to ald their husbands in their fight for in- 
creased pay and improved working condi- 
tion.

The complaint reached the ears of Miss 
Della Dmersen of the Woman's Trade Union 
Jeague, a girl wealthy in her own right, who 
has been interesting herself in labor condi- 
tions. Miss Dmersen believed the men were 
right in striking, but she was also in favor of 
helping the destitute wives and children. 
Two Hundred Mothers Hear Speeches. 

Im order to encourage the women, she de- 


eided to give a series of parties at the Iron 
Bmamelers’ union headquarters, at Emme 


and. Noble streets. 


Two hundred mothers and a hundred chi- 
Gren gathered at the hall yesterday after- 
noon and listened to addresses in English, 
Polizh, Bohemian, Lithuanian, and Roumen- 
jan. While the wives of the workers were 
on a lower floor listening to the speeches, 
Mies Tmersen and a corps of assistants 
worked on a floor above preparing a meal 
for them and filling bage with candy for the 
children.
